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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendment is NON-RESPONSIVE to the 
final rejection as it fails to delete the non-elected compounds. Claims 7-9 are NOT drawn to the elected compounds as incorrectly alleged 
by applicants and will NOT be rejoined. Applicants are invited to note that four pages of the international search report recite numerous 
anticipatory references. Applicants request rejoinder of the method claims12 and 17-32. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined claims must 
meet all the criteria for patentability including the requirrments of 35 USC 101, 102, 103 and 112. Process claims that depend from or 
otherwise include all the limitations of the patentable products will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented PRIOR to 
final rejection. In the instant case, applicants have failed to oresent any allowable product claims. Claims 12 and 17-32 and also the 
nonelected compounds do NOT meet the rquirements of 35 (JSC 103 and 112 and also require further consideration and search.
